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Pensions for Disability or Death 


Under the authority of the Pension Act, the 
Canadian Pension Commission awards 
pensions for service-incurred disabilities, 
including the aggravation of pre-enlistment 
disabilities, or death incurred during, or 
arising from, military service either in 
peacetime or time of war. 

These awards are paid to members or 
former members, or dependants, of the 
Canadian Forces regardless of age, eco- 
nomic circumstances or place of residence. 

Under the Civilian War Pensions and 
Allowances Act, the Commission may make 
similar awards for disability or death attrib- 
utable to service during the Second World 
War to those in certain occupations or 
organizations associated with the Armed 
Forces, for example, Canadian merchant 
seamen and salt-water fishermen; air raid 
precautions workers; overseas welfare 
workers; Auxiliary Services personnel. 

Special benefits are available for veter- 
ans who: 


® were prisoners of war for a period of 
three months or more; 


® evaded capture by the enemy or were 
escapees from prisoner-of-war camps for 
a period of three months or more. 


A veteran of the Canadian Forces living 
outside Canada who has a disability which 
he/she considers to be pensionable, or the 
surviving spouse, dependent child or (in 
some cases) parent of a veteran who con- 
siders that the veteran's death might be 
related to service in the Canadian Forces, 
may obtain complete information on pen- 
sion matters by writing to:

Bureau of Pensions Advocates 


The Bureau of Pensions Advocates is an 
independent agency, established for the 
sole purpose of providing free legal aid to 
pension applicants in the preparation and 
presentation of their pension claims. In 
addition, the Bureau represents appellants 
before the War Veterans Allowance Board 
in Charlottetown. Applicants who live out- 
side of Canada, and who want assistance 
from the Bureau in connection with their 
claims, should contact:

To assist the advocate to prepare and 
present a claim as completely and effec- 
tively as possible, the applicant should give 
all the relevant information available that he 
or she can provide, with any request for 
assistance. 

The relationship between the Bureau and 
an applicant or pensioner is that of a solic- 
itor and client, and the Bureau is not 
required to disclose any information or 
material it may have which is not favourable 
to an applicant or pensioner. 

Applicants and pensioners may have the 
assistance of the Bureau at all levels of the 
adjudication process, including personal 
appearances before Entitlement Boards 
and Assessment Boards of the Canadian 
Pension Commission, and before the Pen- 
sion Review Board. 


Treatment 
Veterans who have been granted entitle- 


ment under the Canadian Pension Act may 
be given treatment for their pensionable 
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disabilities, regardless of where they live, 
on the authorization of the Department of 
Veterans Affairs. 

Under certain conditions of service and 
financial circumstances, veterans of the 
Canadian wartime forces may receive treat- 
ment for non-pensioned conditions, health 
care benefits and long-term care services, 
but such treatment and care services are 
available only in Canada. 


War Veterans Allowance and 
Civilian War Allowances 


The War Veterans Allowance Act and 

Part XI of the Civilian War Pensions and 
Allowances Act provide for the payment of 
allowances to Canadian veterans and cer- 
tain civilians whose war service and finan- 
cial circumstances meet the requirements 
of one of the Acts, and to the dependants 
of such persons. These allowances may be 
paid outside Canada, but the recipient must 
have: 


@ lived in Canada for at least 12 months 
immediately preceding departure; and 


@ been in receipt of such an allowance at 
the time of leaving Canada. 


A veteran who plans to return to Canada 
to participate in this benefit should first 
contact the Department of Veterans Affairs. 
In this way, the veteran's service eligibility 
may be determined and he/she may be 
made aware of the financial limitations of 
the Act.

Education Assistance for 
Children of War Dead 


Education assistance beyond secondary 
school level is available to children receiv- 
ing a pension because of the death of a 
parent. Eligible children living outside 
Canada may receive assistance if they 
undertake a suitable course of study in a 
Canadian educational institution; however, 
their transportation costs will not be paid. 


Training for Pensioners 


The Department administers a limited voca- 
tional or academic training or retraining 
program for those recipients of disability 
pensions from the Canadian Pension Com- 
mission who, by reason of their pensiona- 
ble or non-pensionable disability, are 
unable to continue in their former employ- 
ment. 


Assistance to Needy Canadian 
Veterans Overseas 


Canadian veterans and their dependants 
residing in Europe who have limited income 
may be eligible for assistance. To be elig- 
ible, the applicant must meet the criteria of 
the War Veterans Allowance Act, except for 
residence. Assistance is aimed at providing 
supplementary income to those receiving 
British pensions and allowances who are 
resident in the United Kingdom, as well as 
to those who are in receipt of similar 
assistance from and resident in a country in 
Continental Europe.

Service Benevolent Funds 


Canadian veterans residing outside Canada 
(other than those of the First World War) 
may make application to the Benevolent 
Fund appropriate to the Canadian Force in 
which they served. Applications are consi- 
dered on the basis of individual circum- 
stances and need.

Funerals and Burials 


The Department of Veterans Affairs may 
make a payment towards the funeral and 
burial expenses: 


® of a veteran who dies while receiving 
treatment in hospital at the expense of 
the Department for a disability which has 
been ruled by the Canadian Pension 
Commission to have been service- 
connected; or 


® where the veteran dies under other 
circumstances and the Commission rules 
that death was related to service. 


In addition to an amount fixed from time 
to time for the services of a funeral director, 
payment may be made for the cost of a 
grave, if purchased at time of death, and for 
the cost of opening and closing the grave. 
Application should be made as soon as 
possible after death to Special Programs, 
Veterans Services, Department of Veterans 
Affairs, RO. Box 7700, Charlottetown, 
PE.I., Canada C1A 8M9, giving the vet- 
eran’s full name, date of birth and service 
number. 

When the estate of a disability pensioner 
is not sufficient to pay for the pensioner's 
last sickness and burial expenses, the 
Canadian Pension Commission may grant 
an award to cover all or part of these 
expenses. 


Last Post Fund 


Subject to limits set by legislation, the Last 
Post Fund ensures that 


@ no former member of either Her Majesty's 
or Allied active service forces nor recipi- 
ent of Civilian War Allowance who dies in 
indigent or friendless circumstances in 
Canada need receive a pauper’s burial, 
and that 


@ no former member of the Canadian active 
service force receives a pauper’s burial if 
death occurs outside Canada. 


The Fund may pay an amount, subject to 
revision from time to time, for 


@ the services normally provided by a 
funeral director; 


@ the actual cost of a grave, including the 
Opening and closing of it and perpetual 
care; and 


@ the provision and erection of a suitable 
gravemarker. 


Normally, the Fund attempts to recover all 
or part of its costs, but when the estate of 
the deceased is less than an amount to be 
fixed from time to time by legislation, no 
claim will be made. 

Application must be made to the Fund 
prior to the finalization of funeral and burial 
arrangements. If, for some reason applica- 
tion was not made before burial, and the 
Fund would otherwise have accepted 
responsibility, the Fund may still provide 
and erect a gravemarker, and may consider 
the application. 

The Fund has local representatives in 
most urban centres in Canada who may be 
reached through veterans organizations, 
Department of Veterans Affairs officers and 
most undertakers. A request may also be 
made directly to the:
